Preparation for Mounting 

◄ 1. Slide the cover off the back plate, 
then thread a drop cable through the cen- 
ter hole and attach it to the splitter’s in- 
port.

◄ 1. To mount the back plate, 
drive one of the supplied screws 
into the mounting location through 
the slot at the top of the back 
plate. 


▲ 2. To mount the splitter, drive 
the other supplied screws into the 
back plate and mounting location 
through the screw holes on the 
splitter. 

3. Attach the remaining cables to 
the splitter’s out-ports, then press 
the cables Into the slots on the 
back plate’s shelf. ► 





A 4. Slide the cover down over 
the back plate until It snaps In 
place over the locking tab. To se- 
cure the cover, you can attach 
one of the supplied box-locks 
through the locking tab. 
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
